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Interview By Junior College 
Reveals That Mr. Meek Is 
An All Around Man’s Man

How well I remember the first time 
I walked into that office. It was a 
year ago last summer when I was 
trying to decide where I should go to 
school on the following year. I shall 
never forget how frightened I felt 
that warm summer’s day when I sat 
with my father and my high school 
principal in the outside office and 
waited for Mr. Meek to see us. Then 
he was ready for us, and we went in. 
I was still frightened—just a high 
school kid, and I sat on the edge of 
my chair and felt all stiff inside and 
scared. But I won’t forget, either, 
how pleasant Mr. Meek was— how 
he smiled in such a genial, friendly, 
“there’s- nothing -to-be- frightened - 
about” kind of way, and somehow I 
felt the stiff feeling melting into thin 
air and I could manage a little flick¬ 
er of a smile, too. 

And so when I went in that office 
again the other day to get the infor¬ 
mation to go in this interview, I 
glanced over at those chairs before 
the window. And there rushed into 
my mind a picture of myself—small 
and stiff, and scared, sitting on the 
edge of my chair. Then I turned to 
look at Mr. Meek—at our—may I say 
—handsome executive officer who sat, 
just as he had before, behind his 
desk. And he was smiling at me just 
as he had before—friendly and ge¬ 
nially, and it made me feel at home— 
just like the other time . . . 

Mr. Meek told me that his home¬ 
town was right here in Martin— or 
rather, he said, “Out in the sticks 
near the substation.” His high school 
career was finished here, too, at the 
old McFerrin College, or what is now 
the Martin High School. His college 
years were all spent at the University 
of Tennessee at Knoxville. 

Between his third and fourth years 
in college however, the war broke 
out and he was appointed to an offi¬ 
cers’ training camp at Fort Sherri- 
dan, Illinois. At this time he was 
commissioned as a Second Lieutenant 
in the Infantry. He was afterwards 
stationed at the University of Notre 
Dame and was an officer in the Stu¬ 
dent Army Training Camp until the 
Armistice was signed. 

I asked Mr. Meek about his scholas¬ 
tic activities, but he seemed some¬ 
what hesitant about relating them. 
Then he happened on a happy thought. 
He would, he said, bring me his Se¬ 
nior Annual, and then I could choose 
the most important things. When I 
saw the annual and looked at the long 
list of activities beneath his name, I 
could easily see why he was hesitant 
to begin naming them. It would sim¬ 
ply have taken too long. 

First of all, he was president of his 
senior class (did i|ou kjnow that? . 
Then he was a member of the Phi 
Kappa Phi and the Alpha Zeta fra¬ 
ternities—both honor societies, and 
also a member of the Chi Delta, a lit¬ 
erary society, and also a member of 
the Scarrabbean Society which was 
an honor and a high one. He belong¬ 
ed to the Y. M. C. A. all four years 
and was vice president one year and 
president the next. He was president 
of his sophomore class too, and a 
member of the student honor council 
three years, being chairman for two 
of them. He was assistant editor of 
the U. T. Farmer as well. 

Mr. Meek was quite prominent in 
athletics, also—as one might guess 
after a glance at his powerful phy¬ 
sique. He was on the varsity track 
and basketball teams. He also took 
part in class track, class football, 
class basketball and class baseball, 
one year being captain of "his class 
football team. 

Wihen I asked him where he met 
Mrs. Meek, he said, “In a chemistry 
lab”— and his voice trailed off into 
obscurity. When I looked up at him, 
iust then, I caught that “far away” 
look in his eyes, but it only lasted for 
a moment and it vanished in a grin. 
About Mrs. Meek, he went on, she was 
reared in three towns really—in Day- 
ton, Tenn., Knoxville, Tenn., and in 
Chattanooga, Tenn. She was bom 
in Dayton, lived in Chattanooga and 
spent her high school and college 
years in Knoxville. 

She was, by the bye, secretary of 
thesame senior class at the University

Football; Lick Lambuth 

The University of Tennessee Ju¬ 
nior Volunteers changed from eleven 
to six man football Friday night and 
won over Lambuth College of Jack- 
son last year’s national collegiate 
six-man football champions. The score 
was 44-32. 

Using an unorthodox shift which 
resulted in a variety of formations, 
the Baby Vols got off to a big lead in 
the first quarter when a pass, Coth- 
ron to Vincent to Robertson led to a 
touchdown. Later in the first quar¬ 
ter Bell took a long pass from Coth- 
ron and aided by excellent down-field 
blocking, scored th* second touch¬ 
down. Cothron ran 30 yards for the 
third tally and passed to Campbell 
for the extra point, a. new team of 
sophomores came in at the start of 
the second quarter and led by Har¬ 
per’s excellent running proceeded to 
get the Lafayette speedster loose for 
two touchdowns before the half end¬ 
ed. The score at half time was 31- 
0 in favor of the home team, they 
having effectively throttled every 
lambuth offensive effort. 

A third Junior College team play¬ 
ed the entire third quarter and Lam¬ 
buth got going, outscoring the Ju¬ 
nior Vols, 20 to 13, r.irter scoring on 
a nass from Craney, and Westbrook 
going over from the ten-yard line. 
Craney ran for the extra point. In 
the fourth ouartpr the home team 
eased up a bit and Lambuth put over 
two tallies, but in spite of the close¬ 
ness of the score toe visitors were 
never in the game.

Famous Prep School 
Represented At UTJC 

The average college student who 
strives diligently for “crip” subjects 
and easy marks would probably be 
abashed by Battle Ground Academy 
at Franklin, Tenn. 

For here, on a battleground of the 
Civil War, is to be found a prep 
school that “pours the Latin into re¬ 
luctant students” and “uses classics 
by the bushel.” (Quotation from T. 
H. Alexander’s column in the Com¬ 
mercial Appeal of Sunday, Nov. 10, 
1940). Tliip school is an excellent 
counterpart of the old English schools 
such as Eton and Rugby and the 
younger, but nevertheless far famed, 
Webb School at Bell Buckle, Tenn. 

Yet, despite such a classical cur¬ 
riculum, the young men who attend 
are not sissies in any sense of the 
word. Athletics are stressed, and 
one of the Academy football teams 
once defeated Vanderbilt. 

The headmaster of Battle Ground 
Academy is Professor George I. 
Briggs, who is Mrs. Paul Hug’s fath¬ 
er. Mr. Hug probably met the lovely 
Miss Briggs at Battle Ground where 
he was the foootball coach. 

Such an old school as Battle Ground 
must have many traditions, and one 
of the best of these is the annual 
marble game between Professor 
Briggs and the champion of the 
school. A holiday has been promised 
the school by Dr. Briggs if he is ever 
beaten at marbles. So far the holi¬ 
day has never materialized because 
he always wins. 

Professor Briggs Pas been compar¬ 
ed to the noted educator, Sawney 
Webb of Civil War fame who found¬ 
ed Wlebb School at Bell Buckle. 
“Old Sawney” did not have to worry 
about the cars owned by his students 
but he was forced to ban firearms 
and whisky in his classes, which was 
composed largely of ex-soldiers. It is 
said that when Webb founded his 
school that he had $12,000. Of this 
he spent only $2,600 in buildings and 
$8,000 on books for the library. 

Today, Battle Ground Academy and 
Webb School are among the most fa¬ 
mous of the prep schools in this coun¬ 
try and they have furnished leaders 
in all walks of life. The Junior Col¬ 
lege, at the present, has four stu¬ 
dents who attended Battle Ground: 
Robert Bratton, Willis Willey, Ennes 
Easley, and Foward Russell.

Nursery School Teachers 
Visit Junior College—WPA 
School Here Is Possible 

A representation of the WPA Nur¬ 
sery School teachers of West Tennes¬ 
see convened in Martin on Nov. 13, 
14 and 15 in order to observe the 
methods practiced at the University 
of Tennessee Junior College Nursery 
School. Those attending the confer¬ 
ence were: Miss Gene Morgan, pro¬ 
ject technician for WPA Nursery 
Schools in West Tennessee; Mrs. Eu- 
na B. Luttrell and Mrs. Eunice H. 
Sawyer of Dyersbu'-g; Mrs! LaVeme 
Cooley. Miss Marv H. Wiseman and 
Mrs. J. C. McCall of Memphis; and 
Miss Edna Brittian of Jackson. 

The Nursery School Project, which 
they represented, is a part of the 
professional and service division of 
the WPA and, in Tennessee, it has 
schools located in Knoxville, Chatta¬ 
nooga, Nashville, Memphis, Morris¬ 
town Clarksville, Columbia, Mur¬ 
freesboro, Jackson and Dyersburg. 
The schools, which are for both white 
and Negro children, are financed by 
some sponsoring agency in the com¬ 
munity where they are located. Most 
of them are co-sponsored by the Board 
of education in their locality, but 
they must have a sponsoring group 
other than this. The Board of Educa- 
iton usually furnishes food, sunplies 
and equipment such as toys, books 
and so on. The children which are 
cared for in these WPA Nursery 
Schools all come from low income nr 
relief families. A minimum of 25 
children is required to open a Nurs¬ 
ery School, and an average dally at¬ 
tendance of 20 must be maintained. 

Surplus commodities are used to 
supplement the food furnished by the 
sponsor, and a great effort is made 
by the schools to maintain standards 
of nutrition and health. The direc¬ 
tors of the schools realize, however, 
that while physical care is of utmost 
importance in caring for underpriv- 
eged, undernourished children it is 
also important to meet other stand¬ 
ards of good nursery school technique. 
Here the WPA’s most important func¬ 
tion in connection with these schools 
becomes apparent, as it provides the 
teachers’ and attendants’ salaries and 
gives them training and supervision. 
The staff of one of these schools usu¬ 
ally consists of two teachers, a cook 
and one other worker to help with 
cleaning and laundrv. In some schools 
NYA help is available. 

Training of the WPA teachers in¬ 
cludes short conferences in centers 
where good nursery school proce¬ 
dures may be observed. The Nursery 
Schools of Peabody College and the 
University of Tennessee at Knoxville 
have often been used as training cen¬ 
ters for teachers of East and Middle 
Tennessee. West Tennessee teachers 
have been glad to avail themselves of 
the opportunity to observe in the 
Nurserv School at Martin, which is 
one of the oldest in the state. 

While here, the teachers observed 
in the Nursery School and also had 
conferences and round-table discus¬ 
sions with the Nursery School staff 
concerning problems involved in the 
operation of WPA Nursery Schools. 

With the help of local clubs and 
the cooperation of the board of edu¬ 
cation, it would be possible for Mar¬ 
tin to have a WPA Nursery School. 
These schools function the year round 
and give the underpinviledged pre¬ 
school aged children a more whole¬ 
some environment in which to devel¬ 
op physically, mentally, emotionallly 
and morally.

Printing Commemorated 

The Library bulletin board in the 
lower hall of the Administration and 
Library Building and the exhibit 
space in the Library proper may be 
said to have joined voices last week 
in calling attention to the 500th an¬ 
niversary of printing.

New hooks have 
been exhibited from time to time as 
interesting titles were added to the 
collection. 
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WINTER PASTURE 

Betwen the Home Ec Building and 
the Mt. Pelia highway there is green 
field with cattle grazing. Is there any¬ 
thing particularly outstanding about 
this? To most of us there is because 
it makes a green place on the black 
winter horizon. But this is no ordin¬ 
ary field. Two bushles of barley and 
10 lbs. of crimson clover were planted 
to an acre. Already it has furnished 6 
weeks of excellent grazing to the 
dairy herd. After being grazed all 
winter the stock is removed and the 
seed is saved. Last year one acre 
yield SO bu. of barley, 1 bu. of clover, 
and 30 bales of straw. Barley grain 
has approximately the same feeding 
value of corn and the labor costs and 
production is much less than com. In 
a few years farmers may be gather¬ 
ing barley instead of com. Since bar¬ 
ley and crimson clover ripen about 
the same time making it possible to 
gather at once, they make a wonderful 
combination.A special device has been 
put on the combine to separate the 
clover seed from the barley grains. 

Barley and crimson clover also make 
an excellent combination for a winter 
pasture. The combination affords 
the same condition in winter that an 
ordinary pasture gives in summer. If 
a good stand can be obtained in the 
fall, it grows out in the winter when 
there is a deficiency of green stuff 
and a deficiency of moisture. 

The combination is also an excel¬ 
lent winter coverage crop to prevent 
erosion in the winter. Tests have 
shown that where there is a good 
green cover, water is clean after it 
passes over the field. This is an indi¬ 
cation that there is a minimum 
amount of erision taking place. This 
is as it is on this field. If we bad 
moore of these winter cover crops, 
our fields would be in much better 
condition.

By College Library 

In celebration of National Art 
Week, named by President Roosevelt 
as Nov. 25-Dec. 1, the Junior College 
Library is hanging a new picture in 
each college residence had and one 
in the dining hall in addition to hav¬ 
ing modem American paintings and 
readable books on art on exhibit in 
the Library itself. 

Today, according to the college li¬ 
brarian, art is democratic. The art¬ 
ist is no longer the cadavorous es¬ 
thete he once was supposed to be 
but has become the normal man who 
eats three good meals a day. The 
contemporary artist reacts with heal¬ 
thy vigor to the real world and takes 
the trouble to set down a record of 
that world for the enlightment and 
enjoyment of his fellows.

No longer are works of art 
merely segregated in galleries am) 
museums, but outstanding murals, 
through the Federal Arts Project of 
the WPA, are the expected thing in 
the local post office. Colleges buy 
original paintings or good reproduc¬ 
tions by contemporary artists to be 
placed where the student works and 
lives, and libraries are beginning to 
lend pictures just as they have for so 
long lent books. 

Colleges in various sections of the 
nation report that there are a grow¬ 
ing number of requests, including 
some made by student representa¬ 
tives, for loan collections to be plac¬ 
ed on exhibit, and a number of col¬ 
leges have at least one artist as a 
member of the faculty—a faculty 
member whose province it is to min¬ 
gle with the faculty and students, to 
encourage a love of art, and to in¬ 
terpret art to the college group as 
something intimately connected with 
everyday life.

Revived Education Through 
The Extension Classes 

We ordinarily think of students as 
coming to the University, but not 
often do we think of the University 
as going to the students. That is ex¬ 
actly what is done through the Ex¬ 
tension Department. 

The Department of Extension 
Teaching is an important branch of 
the University, with headquarters at 
Knoxville under the directorship of 
Professor F. C. Lowry. The constant 
aim of the University has been to give 
every one a chance to get the high¬ 
est education possible at the smallest 
practical cost—to bring the Univer¬ 
sity and the home in close touch. The 
purpose of this department is to take 
college out to the students. It adds 
to the resources of life and educaion 
and to effectiveness in the affairs of 
business and industry; it gives prac¬ 
tical help to the farmer and mechanic, 
to the professional man and the busi¬ 
ness man, to the employer and em¬ 
ployee, to teacher and student to 
housekeeper and homemaker—indeed, 
to all citizens. 

There are branches of the Exten¬ 
sion Department in various parts of 
the state. The branch for this section 
of the state is at the Junior College 
under Professor J. Paul Phillips. In 
the past there have been organized 
extension classes from this branch of 
the department at such towns as Dy- 
ersburg, Ridgely, Hombeak, Troy, 
and Humboldt. At the present there 
are two classes being offered at the 
Humboldt Conservatory of Music, 
Humboldt, Tenn. These classes are 
English 211 and 212 and are being 
taught by Professor B. F. Farrar. Un¬ 
der this arrangement music students 
at the Humboldt Conservatory who 
are working toward degrees in mu¬ 
sic may take their academic courses 
at the same time.
